FARMHW VIEWS AS TO THE BENEFITS 
OF TARIFF. 



8«Teral Thouannd Replies Seat In R^aponae 
to a Bequaat for Ttaatr Oylaloaa Begard- 
tma What rrataat l aa Bm Bana fbr Agri- 

««ltnrf>— A Petition Prapared. 

New York, Feb. 9.— Some time ago the 
Tribune of this city in vited an expression of 
opinion by individual farmara, agricultural 
aooiatUa and ttrangHragardlag tba inflnawM 
of tba tariff upon agrimiHaral Induatryaad 
tha ehangea in tba tviff iaitrad by fhrmara. 
|t The result was the receipt of several thou- 
aand letters, whicb^the Tribune submitted to 
a cemmittM eoaaiatln^ of Hon. Warner 
Millar, of Naw Torit, chairman; Cyma C. 
CarpaatM, John T. Rich, W. C. Morae, Ed- 
ward Ibunangb, J. O. Lyman, W. M. Oroa. 
venor, Hon. J. H. Hale, Connaotiont, and 
Hon. Jamea Wlhon, of Iowa. 

Tllia committee waa charged with the 
work of making up the concensus of the farm- 
era of tha country, as shown by these letters. 
Ita report, aigne<l by all except Massm. Hale 
and Wilson — the former having, however, 
approved all the findings on which the docu- 
ment Is based, and the latter being lieyond 
reach in Texas or Mexico — was puhlishetl in 
the Tribune to-ilay. It is accompanied by 
the following petition, which succinctly am- 
boilies the tiiiilin^s of the conmiitt^'e, and 
which fiii iiien* and farinMPw' orgxiii/ations, 
who favor its ]iriip<wltion, are requested to 
sign and transmit to congress, or to the 
Tribune for forwarding: 

"To the Speaker uf the House of lU-presenta- 
tlvaat 

"Tba nnderaignad reapectfuUy pray that 
agriculture may be mora effectually pro- 
tected by preventing fraudulent importa- 
tions of cattle on prataaM that thoy ara for 

brae<ling only; 

"By a duty of twenty centa p* bushel on 
barley, with propoi tionate incream of duty 
on malt; 

"By duties of twenty-flve cents per bushel 
on potatoee and onions, $3 per hundred on 
cabbage, $8 per tun on hay, ten cents per 
poimd on hops, twouty per cent, on lieaiis 
and peas, five cents per dozen on eggs, thirty 
per cent, on fowls and poultry and on 'vege- 
tables in their natural stat* or in salt or 
brine, not otherwise provided for," with no 
removal or re<luction of duties on market 
garden products now dutiable, 

"By such increased duties on flax and on 
linen go<xls as will etl'i/s tiially encourage 
preparation of flt>cr iukI rnanufacture of 
goods; 

"By abtilishing all duties on sugar, with a 
bounty to home producers; 

"By preventing importw of l«iif tobacco 
suitable for w.-apimi-s at the <luty imi>osed on 
other leaf tohaix^o, and rejKjuling all internal 
taxes oil tobacco; 

"By rcstoi iux t') wool growing the suh 
stantial protection enjoyjxl un<h r the 
tariff of 1M>T, so modiliad m to meet the 
ut«r forma of fotaiga iw mp at Hto a aad of 
evasion." 

The report proper is quite long, giving the 
statistics of fiirm ami manufacturing growth 
lu the I'liiti'd States during the past flftwn 
years, to show that prote<'tiini has hrought 
Immigration, and with it n home iriai Utt for 
agricultural priKluct* which periiHlt<yl vast 
farm development, efcv With scarcely an 
exception the letters received jx'int out that 
the tariff should have directly defended the 
industry at fanners in ways in which it has 
not. It should shield thoin as completely as 
any bninch of manufacture, from the spas- 
miKlic and destructive competition which the 
cheapness and degradation of labor in some 
other lands permit. But the barrier around 
farming industry, at all points Mlatively 
low, has many gaps, partly from aaiiy over- 
sight and partly from mistaken revision 
within the past few yeara. 

Even at this hour aoma important pro- 
ducts of American farma are undersold in 
many of our cities and towMby the products 
of ill-imid or unpaid labor. Onions from 
Spain and Egypt appear in mai-kets as far 
west as Cbigaeo. Tobaoco raised by coolies 
In Sumatra lessens the reward of American 
growers. Wool clipped by slaves, by oon- 
victa, or by creature.s scarcely less degraded, 
atopa wool growing by an army of American 
Cannera and sends 0,000,000 ahMp to tbe 
daughter. Potatoes and oabbagM by tbe 
aargo, from places where women work daily 
to tbe fields, come bitherj as ballast, witn 
eggs by the shipload from Holland, cattle 
from Mexico and barley from Canada. 

No lass than '^r9 of the farmers who 
refer at all to the duties an sugar, aak the 
abolition of thoee dutica. The producers of 
tobaoco do not aak any incraaae of dutiea, 
but they earnestly daaire that tba trauduleut 
im])ortAtion of coolie-grown tobaooo, by 
which their ladustry haa baan rendered un- 
profitable, may be atopped by more precise 
language In doflning tha olaaaH to which ex- 
iating duties wara maant to apply. Tha re- 
port then givH tha atatlatteaaf Oawool in- 
dnatry of tha ooanlrjr, m albotad by the 
tariff, and oontlnuMt 

**Tha woolgrowari^ apptal toother 
larmari throughout tha oooairy, ahowthat 
tha proatration of thair indnatry ia inuni- 
nant; that thay awnbar mora thaa ona 
million, and if foroad Hb giva op wool grow* 
ing moat davota tbalr land to othar braadMa 
of agrlonltun, la ■mhUk aompatition ia al- 
ready aavaro enough; that tha proatration of 
the manufacture woukl atoo deprive Amar- 
loaa fanaara of a aohaidanbla partof thalr 
hoMMBiariMta, aad that, with woolongooda

The Governor ie 
aothoriaed to appoint, by and with tbe 
consent of tbe Senate, five personn as a 
Board of Managers, who shall have cliarge 
of the conduct and control of the inatU 
tution, receiving no compensation there- 
for, other than necesaaay traveling ex- 
peneea. Provision ia made for ail kinds 

of employment, nndur the sni orviHioH of 
a superintendent appointed by ttm Board. 
Any person under thirty years of sge, 
who has never before been eonvicted of 
a crime, can be sentenced to the reforma- 
tory, aad theeourt ahall not is the term 
of the imprisonment, the managers of 
the institntioa regulating thut by the 
prisoner's conduct, etc. The Board shall 
have power to transfer any prisuner from 
the reform ttory to tbe penitentiary, if it 
see fit. The bill was ordered printed 
and referred to the Committee on Prisons. 

The House haa paaeed the bill giving 
laborers and employees engaged in the 
construction of railroada und>jr sulicoa- 
tractoraa lienoa the orlgiaal ooatractor 
or tbe compaayea* property, by a large 
majority. 

Mr. Worthlngton oflbred a resolution, 
which was adopted, requesting the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission to furnish the 
Senate a copy ef all contracts in regard 
to working convicts by athora than the 
State authorities.
